ASUNCION, Paraguay, Dec. 22. 


—Thirty-five 
hundred Bolivian 


troops, consisting of 3,000 infan- 
trymen and 500 cavalrymen, are 
marching on the city of Bahia 
Negra, the newspaper La Patrla 
said today. 
The newspaper added that should 
the Bolivian contingent attack the 
city, the encounter would be one 
of major importance and 
would 


nullify the efforts of the Pan-Am* 
erican arbitration and conciliation, 
conference to settle the Bolivian- 
Paraguayan crisis. 


The new crisis over the disput- 


ed Chaco region began Dec. 5 when 
Paraguayan and Bolivian troops 
clashed. A series of clashes have 
followed since then. 


Bahia Negra is situated about 


100 miles north of what is given 
on most maps as the Paraguayan 
Bolivian boundary, thus
